Ghosts  of  the  Past  -  Railroads  in  Otsego  County 


Train  Tidbits: 


•  The  Railroad  was  extended  from  Otsego  Lake  Village 
to  Gaylord  in  1874  when  one  train  a  day  arrived  in 
Gaylord,  carrying  a  baggage  car,  a  passenger  car,  and 
two  or  three  freight  cars. 

•  In  1881  the  extension  of  the  tracks  north  from 
Gaylord  to  Mackinaw  City  was  completed. 

•  The  Jackson,  Lansing  and  Saginaw  reached 
Vanderbilt  in  1881.  The  decision  to  route  the  tracks 
through  Vanderbilt  brought  a  quick  demise  to  the  near- 
by town  of  Berryville. 

•  The  first  train  passed  through  Elmira  about  1873.  In 
1910,  it  is  said  that  as  many  as  100  trains  passed 
through  Elmira  in  a  24  hour  period. 

•  A  train  didn't  reach  Johannesburg  until  after  the  turn 
of  the  century  when  the  Johinnesburg  Manufacturing 
Company,  which  ran  the  town,  built  a  spur  onto  the 
Michigan  Central  line. 

•  The  Bpyne  C^ty  R^lroad  reach^d^into  the  Sparr  area 
in  1913.1
